Liberty,  Mo.,  Oct.  14 — (Special) — 
Twenty  wearers  of  the  Cardinal* jer¬ 
seys  will  invade  Maryville  today  to 
furnish  the  competition  for  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  Teachers  in  their  annual 
homecoming  football  game.  These 
twenty  men  representt  only  two-fifths 
of  the  William  Jewell  squad  at  the  ven¬ 
erable  old  Missouri  college  at  Liberty, 
for  tlicro  has  been  about  fifty  out  for 
every  practice  session  for  the  entire 
school  year. 

Tlieso  Cardinals  wore  able  to  take' 
the  measure  of  the  Tarkio  team  here  1 
two  weeks  ago,  registering  a  blistering  1 
defeat  for  tho  up-state  eleven,  2S  to 
0.  Not  an  injury  has  marred  the  play¬ 
ing  strength  of  the  team  since  that 

■  battle  and  there  should  be  a  real  game 
in  store  for  Maryville  fans. 

It  will  bo  the  first  time  since  the 
break-up  of  the  old  M.  I.  A.  A.,  that  . 

.  a  William  Jewell  team  has  been  pitted

Five  Lettermen.  j 

Onl)'-  five  lettermen  will  bo  in  ac¬ 
tion  for  the  Jewell  eleven  this  Friday 
because  of  the  premature  injury  of 
Turner,  diminutive  half-back  prior  to 
tho  Tarkio  game.  These  men  arc: 
Williams,  end;  Grissom,  captain  and 
tackle;  Walker,  quarter-back;  Keller, 
half-back;  and  Robertson,  fullback. 

However,  in  these  lettermen,  -Jewell. . 
has  tho  steadying  force  for  tho  wealth 
of  new  material  which  will  grace  the 
line-up  registor.  In  Williams,  Jewell 
has  a  dependable  end  on  both  offense 
and  defense,  on  tho  same  end  of  the 
line  as  that  played  by  Grissom,  a  tow¬ 
er  of  strength  at  left  tacklo. 

Walker,  quarterback,  will  do  the 
punting  for  the  Jewell  crew.  In  the 
last  gamo  with  Tarkio  ho  punted  for 
an  avorago  of  forty-one  yards.  Ho  is 
tho  triple-threat  man  of  tho  Jewell  ag¬ 
gregation,  running  well  and  fast,  punt¬ 
ing  like  a  veteran,  and  passing  with 
^deadly  accuracy. 

In  Keller,  diminutive  half-back, 
Bowles  and  Collins  will  place  much 
confidence  to  carry  tho  ball,  while  Rob¬ 
ertson,  massive  fullback  will  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  puncturo  tho  Maryvillo  lino 
as  he  did  tho  Tarkio  line  for  five-yard

Cardinal  Captain  Is 
Playing  Fourth  Year 

Philip  Grissom,  185-Pound  Tackle, 
Came  to  William  Jewell  From 
Carthago  High  School. 

Liberty,  Mo.,  Oct.  14 — (Special) — 
Of  tho  twenty  Cardinals  of  the  Wil¬ 
liam  Jewell  football  team  who  play 
the  Bearcats  at- Maryvillo  today,  tho 
captain,  Philip  (“Meat".)  Grissom, 
has  had  three  previous  years  experi¬ 
ence. 

He  has  played  a  powerful  offensive 
and  defensive  game  for  Jewell  in  all 
of  the  games  he  has  entered  the  last 
three  seasons  and  proved  himself  a 
loader  of  his  men  on  tho  playing  field 
this  year  during  the  recent  combat  with 
Tarkio  hero  two  weeks  ago  Friday.  In 
this  game,  tho  first  of  the  season,  tho 
Cardinals  wero  able  to  swamp  the  up¬ 
state  eloven,  28  to'  0. 

Grissom,  185-pound  left  tackle,  came 
to  William  Jewell  four  years  ago  from 
Carthago  high  school  where  he  had 
played  four  yoars  -of  interscholastic 
football.  Thrco  years  his  high  school 
team  was  tho  champion  of  tho  South¬ 
west  Conference. 

Ho  suffered  an  injury  thrco  years 
ago  in  tho  Baker-William  Jewell  'tilt 
in  Kansas  City  which  handicapped  his 
playing  the  following  year.  That  old 
injury  has  healed  and  ho  will  be  seen 
on  tho  field  directing  his  men  with 
a  smartness  only  noticeable  in  a  vet¬ 
eran  of  many  gridiron  battles.
